REPORT on tHE BIRTHS, DEATHS ann MARRIAGES REGISTERED 
In SCOTLAND purine THE QUARTER Enpine 31st Marcu 1917. 


BIRTHS. 


The births of 25,368 living children were registered in Scotland dur- 
ing the first quarter of the year 1917. These births are 141 fewer than in 
the previous quarter, and 1985 fewer than in the first quarter of 1916. 
This is the smallest number of births registered in Scotland in any quarter 
. since the fourth quarter of 1860. 


The birth-rate for the quarter is 21'2 per thousand, being 0:2 above 
that for the previous quarter, but 1°6 below that for the first quarter of 
1916, and 4:1 below the mean of the rates for the corresponding quarters 
of the last five years. It is the same as that for the fourth quarter of 
1915, but with the exception of that quarter, and the fourth quarter of 
_ 1916, it is the lowest quarterly birth-rate ever recorded in Scotland. 


Of the 25,368 children whose births were registered, 13,093 were male, 
and 12,275 female, the ratio of male to female births being thus 106°7 to 
100. In the fourth quarter of 1916 this ratio was 103-4, and in the third 
quarter of the same year it was 107°0. 


In the Divisions of the Counties the birth-rate ranged from 24:0 in the 
South-Western, and 21:1 in the West Midland, to 16°5 in the Northern, 
and 17:9 in the East Midland. In the North-Eastern it was 20°5; in the 
North-Western, 18°7; in the South-Eastern, 18°3; and in the Southern, 
18:2; 


In the counties, burghs included, this rate ranged from 25°7 in 
Dumbarton, 25:4 in Linlithgow, and 24°7 in Banff, to 12-4 in Shetland, 
13:3 in Salkirk, and 13°9 in Argyll. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively, that is, those with censal 
populations of over 30,000, this rate was:-21°2, in the smaller burghs it was 
20°53, and in the county districts it was 21'5. Compared with the. rates for 
the previous quarter, that for the larger burghs is 0:2 less, that for the 
smaller burghs is 0:2 more, and that for the county districts is 0°4 more. 


In the larger burghs taken individually the birth-rate ranged from 
29°7 in Clydebank, 28°6 in Coatbridge, and 27°7 in Greenock, to 13:9 in 
Perth, 15°5 in Edinburgh, and 17°3 in Dundee. In Glasgow it was 23:1, 
and in Aberdeen, 18°6. 


In burghs with censal populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 this

rate ranged from 52:4 in Airdrie, 32:0 in Port-Glasgow, and 3174 in Irvine, 
to 12:4 in Montrose, 13:9 in Galashiels, and 15:5 in Dumfries. 


In county districts with censal populations of over 10,000 the birth- 
rate ranged from 28°9 in Middle District of Lanark, 28:1 in Ayr District 
of Ayr, and 27°9 in Bathgate District of Linlithgow, to 13:2 in Mainland 
District of Shetland, 13°6 in Western District of Perth, and 14:1 in the 
County District of Sutherland. 


Of the 25,368 children whose births were registered, 23,563, or 92°9 
per cent., were legitimate, and 1805, or 7-1 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The illegitimate births are 110 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 
113 fewer than in the first quarter of 1916. The illegitimate rate is 0-4 
below that for the previous quarter, but is 0:1 above that for the first 
quarter of 1916. 


In the Divisions of the Counties this rate ranged from 13°4 in the 
Southern, and 11:4 in the North-Eastern, to 6:1 in the N orth- Western and 
in the South-Western. In the East-Midland it was 7:2; in the South- 
Eastern, 7°1 ; in the Northern, 68; and in the West Midland, 6°6. 


In the counties, burghs included, this rate ranged from 17°] in Nairn, 
16-9 in Wigtown, and 14-4 in Berwick, to 3:1 in Sutherland, 46 in 
Linlithgow, and 4°8 in Kinross and in Orkney. j

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In the larger burghs taken collectively the illegitimate rate was 7:4; in 
the smaller burghs, 6°5; and in the county districts, 7-1. Compared with 
the rates for the previous quarter that for the larger burghs is the same, 
for the smaller burghs is 0°8 below, and for the county districts is 0°6 
below. 


In the larger burghs taken individually this rate ranged from 11:0 in 
Aberdeen, 9°4 in Ayr, and 9°2 in Edinburgh, to 3:2 in Clydebank, 3:9 in 
Motherwell, and 49 in Hamilton. In Glasgow it was 7:3, and in 
Dundee, 8'1. | 


In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 this rate 
ranged from 15:2 in Hawick, 13°8 in Montrose, and 12°9 in Fraserburgh, 
to 1:4 in Bo’ness, 1°7 in Barrhead, and 2°2 in Cowdenbeath. 


In county districts with populations of over 10,000 this rate 
ranged. from 209 in the Highland District of Perth, 19'4 in the Rhins 
District of Wigtown, and 18°83 in the Western District of Perth, to 1:0 in 
the Western District of Haddington, and 1'9 in the Lews District of Ross 
and Cromarty and in the Lower Ward District of Lanark. 


The number of births registered in January was 8927; in February, 
7791; and in March, 8650. The monthly birth-rate was 21°6 in January, 
20°9 in February, and 20°9 in March. Compared with the corresponding 
rates for 1916 that for January is 0°6 less; for February, 1:2 less, and for 
March, 3:2 less. 


MARRIAGES. 


Marriages registered in Scotland during the quarter numbered 7260. 
They are 214 fewer than in the ‘previous quarter, and 1344 fewer than 
in the first quarter of 1916. 


The equivalent annual marriage-rate is 6:1 per thousand, being 0:1 
below that for the previous quarter, 1:1 below that for the first quarter 
of last year, and 0°7 below the mean of the rates for the corresponding 
quarters of the last five years. It is the lowest marriage-rate recorded for 
any quarter sinc3 the first quarter of 1912. 


In the counties, burghs included, this rate ranged from 8°7 in Nairn, 
79 in Midlothian, and 7:3 in Lanark, to 2°2 in Peebles, 2°6 in Haddington, 
and 2°7 in Argyll. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 7:6; in the 
smaller burghs, 6:0; and in the county districts, 3°7. Compared with the 
rates for the previous quarter, that for the larger burghs is 0:1 above, 
that for the smaller burghs is 0:2 below, and that for the county districts is 
0:3 below. 


In the larger burghs this rate ranged from 9°3 in Edinburgh, 8:3 in 
Perth, and 8:2 in Glasgow, to 4°6 in Falkirk, and 5:0 in Hamilton and in 
Clydebank. 


Marriages registered numbered 3487 in January, 1882 in February, 
and 1891 in March. The marriage-rate was 84 per thousand in January, 
5:0 in February, and 4°6 in March. 
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DEATHS. 


Deaths registered in Scotland during the quarter numbered 21,786. 
They are 3951 more than in the previous quarter, and 2270 more See in 
the first quarter of 1916. 


The death-rate for the quarter is 182 per thousand. It is 3°5 more 
than in the previous quarter, and 1‘9 more than in the first quarter of 
1916, but is the same as the mean of the rates for the corresponding 
quarters of the last five years. 


In the Divisions of the Counties the death-rate ranged from 22°6 in 
the Southern, and 21:9 in the Northern, to 17°3 in the West Midland, and 
17:4 in the South-Western. In the North-Western it was 21°5; in the 
South-Eastern, 184; in the North-Eastern, 18:1; and in the East 
Midland, 17°8. 


In the counties this rate ranged from 25°7 in Dumfries, 24:3 in 
Kirkeudbright, and 23:6 in Bute, to 15:1 in Peebles, 15:2 in Nairn, and 
15°4 in Fife. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 18:1; in the 
smaller burghs, 19:1; and in the county districts, 17-2. Compared with 
the rates for the previous quarter that for the larger burghs is 3:0 above, 
that for the smaller burghs is 4°1 above, and that for the county districts is 
3°7 above. 


In the larger burghs taken individually the death-rate ranged from 21:7 
in Perth, 21:2 in Leith, and 20-4 in Dundee, to 12:0 in Clydebank, 13°4 in 
Motherwell, and 14:7 in Paisley. In Glasgow it was 18:0; in Edinburgh, 
19:0; and in Aberdeen, 17°6. 


In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 this rate 
ranged from 37°38 in Dumfries, 25°9 in Inverness, and 23:0 in Arbroath, to 
Lt: 2 in Buckhaven, Methil, and Innerleven, 11°4 in Renfrew, and 11 9 j in 
- Fraserburgh. 


In county districts with populations of over 10,000 this rate 
ranged from 28°6 in Easter Ross District of Ross and Cromarty, 27:4 in 
Annan District of Dumfries, and 26°6 in Lorn District of Argyll, to 10:2 
in Kirkealdy District of Fife, 11°5 in Western District of Perth, and 12°3 
in Upper District of Renfrew. 


Deaths registered in January numbered 7617; in February, 7145; and 
in March, 7024. The equivalent annual death- rate was 18-4 in ‘ anuary, 
19:1 in February, and 17:0 in March. 


AGES OF THOSE DYING. 


Of the 21,786 persons whose deaths were registered during the 
quarter, 5426, or 249 per cent., were children of less than five years 
old, 8797, or “40-4 per cent., were persons of between five and sixty-five 
years old, and 7559, or 34°7 per cent., were persons of over sixty-five. In 
4 instances the age at death was not recorded. Deaths of children of under 
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five are 1257 more than in the previous quarter, and 571 more than in 
the first quarter of 1916. Those of persons of between five end sixty-five 
are 1213 more than in the previous quarter, and 505 more than in the 
first quarter of 1916. Those of persons of over sixty-five are 1481 more 


than in the previous quarter, and 1191 more than in the first quarter of 
last year. 


Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 3327. They are 
543 more than in the previous quarter, and 422 more than in the first 
quarter of 1916. They are equal to an infantile mortality rate of 131 per 
thousand registered births, which is 22 more than in the previous quarter, 
and 25 more than in the first quarter of 1916. 


In the Divisions of the Counties this rate ranged from 170 in the 
Southern, and 149 in the North-Eastern, to 81 in the Northern, and 98 in 
the North-Western. In the East Midland it was 141, in the South- 
Eastern 138, in the South-Western 128, and in the West Midland 113. 


In the counties this rate ranged from 203 in Dumfries, 186 in Clack- 
mannan, and 168 in Linlithgow, to 58 in Peebles, 63 in Sutherland, and 
80 in Caithness. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 139, in the 
smaller burghs 136, and in the county districts 116» Compared with the 
rates for the previous quarter, that for the larger burghsis 13 more, for the 
smaller burghs 36 more, and for the county districts 27 more. 


In the larger burghs taken individually this rate ranged from 231 in 
Perth, 194 in Aberdeen, and 190 in Dundee, to 82 in Clydebank, 88 in 
Greenock, and 105 in Motherwell. In Glasgow it was 135, and in 
Edinburgh 136. 


In burghs with populations of 10,000 to 30,000 this rate ranged 
from. 407 in Dumfries, 276 in Montrose, and 253 in Peterhead, to 22 in 
Grangemouth, 40 in Johnstone, and 48 in Forfar. 


In county districts with populations of over 10,000 this rate ranged 
from 255 in Turriff District of Aberdeen, 211 in Thornhill District of 
Dumfries, and 183 in Ayr District of Ayr, to 22 in Deeside District of 
Aberdeen, 29 in Skye District of Inverness, and 38 in the County District 
of Caithness. 


The infantile mortality rate in England and Wales was 123, being 
8 below that for Scotland. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Of the 21,786 deaths registered during the quarter, 1415, or 6:50 per 
cent., were ascribed to one or other of the principal epidemic diseases, 
and included 33 from enteric fever, 389 from measles, 50 from scarlet 
fever, 476 from whooping-cough, 219 from diphtheria and croup, and 248 
from the diarrhoeas of childhood. Collectively these deaths are 265 more 
than in the previous quarter, but 135 fewer than in the first quarter of 
1916. Compared with the numbers for the previous quarter, deaths 
from whooping-cough are 363 more, from measles 188 more, and from 
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diphtheria and croup 16 more, but those from enteric fever are 15 fewer, 
from scarlet fever 72 fewer, and from the diarrhceas of childhood 215. 
fewer. 


The quarterly death-rate from the principal epidemic diseases mentioned 
above was 1:2 per thousand, being 0°3 above that for the previous quarter, © 
but 0°1 below that for the first quarter of 1916. The quarterly death-rate 
from enteric fever was 3 per 100,000; from measles, 32; from scarlet fever, 
4; from whooping-cough, 40; from diphtheria and croup, 18; and from 
the diarrhoeas of childhood, 21. 


In the counties the death-rate from these diseases ranged from 2°9 per 
thousand in Haddington, 2‘2 in Dumfries, and 1:9 in Forfar, to 0 in 
Kinross, in Caithness and in Sutherland. 


In the larger burghs this rate ranged from 3:2 in Falkirk, 26 in 
Dundee, and. 2:4 in Leith, to 0°4 in Greenock, 0°5 in Clydebank, and 06 in 
Paisley. In Glasgow it was 1:3; in Edinburgh, 1:4; and in Aberdeen, 0°8. 


In burghs with populations of 10,000 to 30,000 this rate ranged — 
from 6'3 in Dumfries, 4°8 in Rutherglen, and 3:7 in Cowdenbeath, to 0 in © 
Fraserburgh and in Forfar. 


In county districts with populations of over 10,000 this rate ranged 
from 3°6 in Turriff District; of Aberdeen, 2°6 in Western District of 
Haddington, and 1:9 in Northern District of Ayr, to 0 in ten districts. 


Deaths attributed to epidemic diseases other than the above included 
1 from typhus fever, 2 from malaria, 36 from erysipelas, and 58 from 
cerebro-spinal meningitis. 


Deaths attributed to all forms of tuberculosis numbered 2285, and con- 
stituted 10°5 per cent. of the total deaths. They are 594 more than in the 
previous quarter, and 253 more than in the first quarter of 1916. They are 
equal to a death-rate of 191 per 100,000, which is 51 more than in the 
previous quarter, and 21 more than in the first quarter of 1916. These 
deaths included 1555 from phthisis, 257 from tuberculous meningitis, 211 
from abdominal tuberculosis, and 262 from other forms. Compared with the 
numbers for the previous quarter, deaths from phthisis are 409 more, from 
tuberculous meningitis 77 more, from abdominal tuberculosis 33 more, and 
from other forms 75 more. The quarterly death-rate from phthisis was 
130 per 100,000; from tuberculous meningitis, 21; and from abdominal 
tuberculosis, 18. ; 


Deaths from malignant disease numbered 1391, constituted 6-4 per cent. 
of the total deaths, and are equal to a rate of 116 per 100,000. They 
are 41 fewer than in the previous quarter, but 93 more than in' the first 
quarter of 1916. 


Deaths from apoplexy numbered 1419, being 152 more than in the 
previous quarter. Deaths from heart disease numbered 2010, being 206 
more than in the previous quarter. 


Deaths from pneumonia numbered 2186, constituted 10:0 per cent. of 
the total deaths, and are equal to a death-rate of 182 per 100,000. They 
are 662 more than in the previous quarter, and 638 more than in the 
first quarter of 1916. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 2218, constituted 
102 per cent. of the total, and are equal to a rate of 185 per 100,000. 
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They are 850 more than in the previous quarter, and 814 more than in the 
first quarter of 1916. 


Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 
185; they are 48 more than in the previous quarter, but 10 fewer than in 
the first quarter of 1916. Births during the quarter numbered 25,368, 
and these deaths are equal to a death-rate of 7°3 per 1000 registered 
births. This rate is 1°9 above that for the previous quarter, and 0:2 above: 
that for the first quarter of 1916. 


Deaths attributed to viclent causes numbered 876, constituted 4:0 per 
cent. of the total, and are equal toa death-rate of 73 per 100,000. They 
are 5 more than in the previous quarter, and 27 more than in the first 
quarter of 1916. Of these deaths 48 were attributed to suicide, 9 to 
homicide, 31 to war injuries, and 788 to accident. 


Deaths of which the cause was ill-defined numbered 358, while 
in 125 cases the cause was unspecified or merely specified as due to natural 
causes. The former included 254 from heart failure, 68 from syncope, 95 
from dropsy, 3 from sudden death, not otherwise defined, 2 from teething, 
and 26 others.

BIRTHS. 


The births of 26,172 living children were registered in Scotland dur- 
ing the second quarter of the year 1917. These births are 804 more than 
in the previous quarter, but 3756 fewer than in the second quarter of 1916. 
It is the smallest number of births registered in any second quarter since 
1856. 


The birth-rate for the quarter ig 216 per thousand, being 0°4 above 
that for the previous quarter, but 3:4 below that for the second quarter of 
1916, and 5:1 below the mean of the rates for the corresponding quarters 
of the past five years. With the exception of the fourth quarters of 1915 
and 1916, and the first quarter of this year, it is the lowest quarterly 
birth-rate ever recorded in Scotland. 


Of the 26,172 children whose births were registered, 13,312 were male, 
and 12,860 female, the ratio of male to female births being thus 103°5 to 
100. In the previous quarter this ratio was 106°7, and in the second 
quarter of 1916, 105-7. 


In the Divisions of the Counties the birth-rate ranged from 24:8 in the 
South-Western, and 20°4 in the North-Eastern and in the West Midland, 
to 15:3 in the Northern, 17:0 in the North-Western, and 18°4 in the Kast 
Midland. In the Southern it was 19-7, and in the South-Eastern, 18'8, 


‘In the counties, burghs included, this rate ranged from 28-0 in 
Linlithgow, 25:1 in Lanark, and 24:1 in Renfrew, to 10°7 in Bute, 12:1 in

In the larger burghs taken collectively, that is, those with censal 
populations of over 30,000, this rate was 21:5, in the smailer burghs it was 
21:1, and in the county districts 22:1. Compared with the rates for the 
previous quarter that for the larger burghs is 03 more, for the smaller 
burghs 0°8 more, and for the county districts 0°6 more. _ 


In the larger burghs taken individually the birth-rate ranged from 
29:7 in Greenock, 29°3 in Hamilton, and 28°5 in Coatbridge, to 15:4 in 
Perth, 16°4 in Edinburgh, and 17°3 in Dundee. In Glasgow it was 23:3, 
and in Aberdeen, 17°7.

Compared with 
the rates for the previous quarter, that for the larger burghs is 0:1 more, 
for the smaller 0:1 less, and for the county districts 0°5 less. 


In the larger burghs taken individually this rate ranged from 12°5 in 
Perth, 12°3 in Dundee, and 11:2 in Ayr, to 3:0 in Clydebank, 4:1 in 
Coatbridge, and 4:1 in Motherwell. In Glasgow it was 7:2, in Edinburgh, 
8:6, and in Aberdeen, 10:9. 


In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 this rate 
ranged from 16-7 in Hawick, 15°4 in Dumfries, and 12'1 in Montrose, to 
10 in Dunfermline, 1°6 in Alloa, and 2:0 in Renfrew. . 


In county districts with populations of over 10,000 this rate 
ranged from 19°5 in Highland District of Perth, 18°7 in Cupar District 
of Fife, and 17°38 in Rhins District of Wigtown, to 1*l in Lews District 
of Ross and Cromarty, 1°8 in Calder District of Midlothian, and 2:4 in 
Western District of Perth. 


The number of births registered in April was 8673 ; in May, 8977; and 
in June, 8522.

MARRIAGES. 


Marriages registered in Scotland during the quarter numbered 7328. 
They are 68 more than in the previous quarter, but 305 less than in the 
second quarter of 1916. 


The equivalent annual marriage-rate is 6:0 per thousand, being 0:1 
below that for the previous quarter, 0:4 below that for the second quarter 
of last year, and 1:2 below the mean of the rates for the corresponding 
quarters of the previous five years. 


In the counties, burghs included, this rate ranged from 9:0 in Dumfries, 
7°6 in Berwick, and 7-4 in Midlothian, to 1'°7 in Bute, 2:0 in Sutherland, 
and 3'1 in Inverness. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 7:4; in the 
smaller burghs, 5°9; and in the county districts, 4:0. Compared with the 
rates for the previous quarter, that for the larger burghs is 0:2 less, 
for the smaller burghs 0'1 less, and for the county districts 0°3 more. 


In the larger burghs taken individually this rate ranged from 9:0 in 
Edinburgh, 8° 6 in Perth, and 7-9 in Aberdeen, to 4°2 in Motherwell, 4:4 in 
Clydebank, and 48 1n Falkirk.

DEATHS. 


Deaths registered in Scotland during the quarter numbered 18,611. 
They are 3175 less than in the previous quarter, but 350 more than in 
the corresponding quarter of 1916. 


The death-rate for the quarter is 15°3 per thousand. It is 2°9 below 
that for the previous quarter, but 0'l above that for the corresponding 
quarter of last year, and 0°3 below the mean of the rates for second 
quarters of the last five years. 


In the Divisions of the Counties the death-rate ranged from 16'4 in 
the Northern and in the Southern, and 16‘0 in the South-Western, to 13°5 
in the West Midland, 13°9 in the East-Midland, and 14°5 in the North- 
Eastern. In the North-Western it was 15:8, and in the South-Eastern, 15:0. 


In the counties this rate ranged from 19:1 in Dumfries, 17°6 in 
Orkney, and 17°5 in Sutherland, to 10:9 in Haddington, 11'4 in Linlithgow 
and in Nairn, and 11°6 in Peebles. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 16:3; in the 
smaller burghs, 14°7; and in the county districts, 13:9. Compared with 
the rates for the previous quarter that for the larger burghs is 1°8 below, 
the smaller burghs 4°4 below, and the county districts 3:3 below. 


In the larger burghs taken individually the death-rate ranged from 18°3 
in Leith, 17:2 in Glasgow, and 17:0 in Edinburgh, to 11°7 in Clydebank, 
13°'0 in Kilmarnock, and 13°5 in Falkirk. 


In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 this rate 
ranged from 22°6 in Dumfries, 21°5 in Montrose, and 20°6 in Arbroath, to 
9:3 in Kirkintilloch, 9°6 in Fraserburgh, and 9:9 in Buckhaven. 


In county districts with populations of over 10,000 this rate 
ranged from 23:2 in Easter Ross District of Ross and Cromarty, 22°4 in 
Skye District of Inverness, and 20°5 in Highland District of Perth, to 8:1 
in Linlithgow District of Linlithgow, 85 in Lasswade District of Mid- 
lothian, and 9:2 in Brechin District of Forfar. 


Deaths registered in April numbered 6912; in May, 6270; and in June, 
5429. The equivalent annual death-rate was 17°3 in April, 15:2 in May, 
and 13°6 in June. 


AGES OF THOSE DYING, 


Of the 18,611 persons whose deaths were registered during the 
quarter, 5234, or 281 per cent., were children of less than five years 
old; 7822, or 42:0 per cent., were persons of between five and sixty-five 
years old; and 5555, or 29°9 per cent., were persons of over sixty-five. 
Deaths of children of under five are 192 less than in the previous quarter, 
but 730 more than in the corresponding quarter of 1916. Those of persons 
of between five and sixty-five are 975 less than in the previous quarter, 
and 39 less than in the second quarter of last year. Those of persons of 
over sixty-five are 2004 less than in the previous quarter, and 321 less 
than in the second quarter of last year. 
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Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 2780. They are 
547 fewer than in the previous quarter, but 222 more than in the second 
quarter of 1916. They are equal to an infantile mortality rate of 106 per 
thousand registered births, which is 25 less than in the previous quarter, 
but 21 more than in the second quarter of 1916. 


In the Divisions of the Counties this rate ranged from 118 in the 
South-Western, and 108 in the South-Eastern, to 51 in the North-Western 
and .65 in the Northern. In the North-Eastern, East Midland, and West 
Midland it was 94, and in the Southern, 85. 


In the counties, burghs included, this rate ranged from 157 in Selkirk, 


133 in Bute, and 127 in Lanark, to 17 in Peebles, 34 in Sutherland, and 45 
in Berwick. : 


In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 127, in the 
smaller burghs 91, and in the county districts 83. Compared with the 
rates for the previous quarter, that for the larger burghs is 12 less, for the 
smaller burghs 45 less, and for the county districts 33 less. 


In the larger burghs taken individually this rate ranged from 148 in 
Leith, 144 in Paisley, and 139 in Glasgow, to 74 in Ayr, 85 in Greenock, 
and 87 in Kilmarnock. 


In burghs with populations of 10,000 to 30,000 this rate ranged 
from 200 in Galashiels, 154 in Dumfries, and 149 in Grangemouth, to 28 
in Inverness, 33 in Hawick, and 51 in Musselburgh. 


In county districts with populations of over 10,000 this rate ranged 
from 171 in Highland District of Perth, 135 in Central District of Perth, 
and 135 in Thornhill District of Dumfries, to 0 in Lorn District of 
Argyll, 24 in Western District of Perth, and 25 in Mid Ross District of 
Ross and Cromarty. 


The infantile mortality rate in England and Wales was 90, being 
16 below that for Scotland. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Of the 18,611 deaths registered during the quarter, 2254, or 12-11 per 
cent., were ascribed to one or other of the principal epidemic diseases, 
and included 25 from enteric fever, 878 from measles, 54 from scarlet 
fever, 976 from whooping-cough, 132 from diphtheria and croup, and 189 
from the diarrhwas of childhood. Collectively these deaths are 839 more 
than in the previous quarter, and 794 more than in the second quarter of 
1916. Compared with the numbers for the previous quarter, deaths 
from whooping-cough are 500 more, from measles 489 more, and from 
scarlet fever 4 more, but those from enteric fever are 8 fewer, from the 
diarrhoeas of childhood 59 fewer, and from diphtheria and croup 87 fewer. 


The quarterly death-rate from the principal epidemic diseases mentioned 
above waa 1:9 per thousand, being 0°7 above that for the previous quarter, 
and the same amount above that for the corresponding quarter of last year. 
The quarterly death-rate from enteric fever was 2 per 100,000; from 
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measles, 72; from scarlet fever, 4 ; from whooping-cough, 80; from 
diphtheria and croup, 11; and from the diarrhceas of childhood, 16. 3 


In the counties, burghs included, the death-rate from these diseases 
ranged from 3:1 per thousand in Midlothian, 2‘°9 in Lanark, and 1:9 in 
Renfrew, to 0 in Sutherland, 0:1 in Wigtown, and 0°1 in Caithness. 


In the larger burghs taken individually this rate ranged from 3°7 
in Edinburgh, 3°6 in Leith, and 3:3 in Glasgow, to 0°3 in Perth, 0°6 in 
Clydebank, and 0°6 in Dundee. 


In burghs with populations of 10,000 to 30,000 this rate ranged 
from 3°6 in Airdrie, 2°6 in Renfrew, and 2:2 in Arbroath, to 0 in Barrhead, 
Johnstone, Irvine and Hawick. 


In county districts with populations of over 10,000 this rate ranged. 
from 2°4 in Eastern District of Stirling, 2°3 in Middle District of Lanark, 
and 23 in Dunfermline District of Fife, to 0 in seven districts. 


Deaths attributed to epidemic diseases other than the above included 
3 from malaria, 31 from erysipelas, and 52 from cerebro-spinal meningitis. 


Deaths attributed to all forms of tuberculosis numbered 2203, and con- 
stituted 11°8 per cent. of the total deaths. They are 82 less than in the 
previous quarter, and 70 less than in the second quarter of last year. They 
are equal to a death-rate of 182 per 100,000, which is 9 below that for the 
previous quarter, and 8 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1916. 
These deaths included 1428 from phthisis, 261 from tuberculous meningitis, 
261 from abdominal tuberculosis, and 253 from other forms. Compared with 
the numbers for the previous quarter, deaths from abdominal tuberculosis 
are 50 more, and from tuberculous meningitis 4 more, but those from 
phthisis are 127 fewer and from other forms 9 fewer. The quarterly 
death-rate from phthisis was 118 per 100,000; from tuberculous menin- 
gitis, 22; and from abdominal tuberculosis, 22. 


Deaths from malignant disease numbered 1332, constituted 7-2 per cent. 
of the total deaths, and are equal to a rate of 110 per 100,000. They 
are 59 fewer than in the previous quarter, but 12 more than in the second 
quarter of 1916. 


Deaths from apoplexy numbered 1185, being 234 fewer than in the 
previous quarter. Deaths from heart disease numbered 1752, being 258 
fewer than in the previous quarter. ; 


Deaths from pneumonia numbered 1361, constituted 7:3 per cent. of 
the total deaths, and are equal to a death-rate of 112 per 100,000. They 
are 825 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 91 fewer than in the second 
quarter of last year. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 1056, constituted 
5'7 per cent. of the total deaths, and are equal to a rate of 87 per 100,000. 
They are 1162 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 81 fewer than in 
the corresponding quarter of last year, 


Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancyand childbirth numbered 
139. They are 46 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 7 fewer than in 
the second quarter of 1916. Births during the quarter numbered 26,172, 
and these deaths are equal to a death-rate of 5:3 per 1000 registered 
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births. This rate is 2:0 below that for the previous quarter, but 0°4 above 
that for the second quarter of 1916. 


Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 708, constituted 3°8 per 
cent. of the total, and are equal toa death-rate of 58 per 100,000. They 
are 168 less than in the previous quarter, and 53 less than in the second 
quarter of 1916. Of these deaths 55 were attributed to suicide, 9 to 
homicide, 40 to war injuries, and 604 to accident. 


Deaths of which the cause was ill-defined numbered 335, while 
in 128 cases the cause was unspecified or merely specified as due to natural 
causes. The former included 224 from heart failure, 56 from syncope, 8 
from dropsy, 6 from teething, 3 from sudden death, not otherwise defined, 
and 38 others.

REPORT on tHe BIRTHS, DEATHS anp MARRIAGES REGISTERED | 
IN SCOTLAND purRING THE QUARTER ENDING 30TH SEPTEMBER 1917. 


BIRTHS. 


The births of 23,088 living children were registered in Scotland dur- 
ing the third quarter of the year 1917. These births are 3084 fewer than 
in the previous quarter, and 4055 fewer than in the third quarter of 1916. 
It is the smallest number of births registered in Scotland in any previous 
quarter, with the single exception of the first quarter of 1855, when 
compulsory registration was instituted. 


The birth-rate for the quarter is 18°8 per thousand, being 2°8 below 
that for the previous quarter, 3°6 below that for the third quarter of 1916, 
and 5:2 below the mean of the rates for the third quarters of the preceding 
five years. The lowest birth-rate previously recorded for any quarter was 
that for the fourth quarter of 1916, which was 21:0, compared with which 
the birth-rate for this quarter is 2°2 lower. 


Of the 23,088 children whose births were registered, 11,781 were male, 
and 11,307 female, the ratio of male to female children being thus 104-2 
to 100. In the previous quarter this ratio was 103°5. 


In the Divisions of the Counties this rate ranged from 21°4 in the 
South-Western, and 19°3 in the West-Midland, to 15:2 in the North-

DEATHS. 


Deaths registered in Scotland during the quarter numbered 13,727. 
They are 4884 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 1299 fewer than 
in the third quarter of 1916. 


The death-rate for the quarter is 11:2 per thousand, being 4:1 below 
that for the previous quarter, 1:2 below that for the third quarter of 1916, 
and 1:9 below the mean of the rates for the corresponding quarters of the 
previous five years. It is the lowest quarterly Scottish death-rate yet 
recorded, the previous lowest being that for the third quarter of 1916, 
which was 12°4. 


In the Divisions of the Counties the death-rate (corrected) ranged from 
13:2 in the Northern, and 12°3 in the North-Western, to 10°2 in the West- 
Midland, and 10:4 in the South-Eastern. In the Southern it was 12°0; 
in the South-Western, 11:4; in the North-Eastern, 11:2; and in the East- 
Midland, 10:5. 


In the counties this rate ranged from 13:9 in Bute, 13-7 in Caithness, 
and 13:3 in Orkney, to 78 in Selkirk, 8-4 in Haddington, and 85 in 
Peebles. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 11°7; in the 
smaller burghs, 11:1; and in the county districts, 10:1. Compared with 
the rates for the previous quarter that for the larger burghs is 4°6 below, 
that for the smaller burghs 3°6 below, and that for the county districts 3°8 
below. 


In the larger burghs taken individually this rate ranged from 13:1 in 
Motherwell, 13:0 in Greenock, and 124 in Kilmarnock, to 9:2 in Kirkcaldy, 
10°5 in Clydebank, and 10°6 in Falkirk. 


In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 this rate 
ranged from 17°5 in Montrose and in Irvine, and 16:9 in Hawick, to 7:2 
in Galashiels, 7°3 in Grangemouth, and 7°8 in Rutherglen. 


In county districts with populations of over 10,000 this rate 
ranged from 16'1 in the Easter Ross District of Ross and Cromarty and in 
the Skye District of Inverness, and 15-0 in the Annan District of Dumfries, 
to 5'8in the Western District of Haddington, 6:2 in the Lasswade District of 
Midlothian, and 6°7 in the Brechin District of Forfar. 

Deaths registered numbered 5089 in July; 4473 in August; and 4165 © 
in September. The equivalent annual death-rate was 12°3 in July, 10°8 
in August, and 10:4 in September. Compared with the corresponding 
rates for 1916 that for July is 0:2 more, that for August 1°3 less, and that 
for September 2°6 less. 


AGES OF THOSE DYING. 


Of the 13,727 persons whose deaths were registered during the 
quarter, 3301, or 24:1 per cent., were children of less than five years 
old; 6232, or 45:4 per cent., were persons of between five and sixty-five 
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years old; and 4191, or 30°5 per cent., were persons of over sixty-five, 
the age in the remaining three cases not being specified. Deaths of 
children of under five are 1933 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 
481 fewer than in the third quarter of 1916. Those of persons of between 
five and sixty-five are 1590 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 427 
fewer than in the third quarter of 1916. Those of persons of over sixty- 


five are 1364 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 386 fewer than in 
the third quarter of 1916. 


Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 1986. They are 
794 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 439 fewer than in the third 
quarter of 1916. They are equal to an infantile mortality rate of 86 per 
thousand registered births, a rate which is 20 less than in the previous 
quarter, and 3 less than in the third quarter of 1916. 


In the Divisions of the Counties this rate ranged from 96 in the 
South-Western, and 85 in the North-Eastern, to 53 in the Northern, and 55 
in the North-Western. Inthe East-Midland and in the West-Midland this 
rate was 81; in the South-Eastern, 71 ; and in the Southern, 65. 


In the counties, burghs included, this rate ranged from 112 in 
Kincardine, 106 in Orkney, and 103 in Lanark, to 0 in Kinross and in 
Peebles. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 103, in the 
smaller burghs 71, and in the county districts 69. Compared with the 
rates for the previous quarter, that for the larger burghs is 24 less, that 
for the smaller burghs 20 less, and that for the county districts 14 less. 


In the larger burghs taken individually this rate ranged from 136 in 
Clydebank, 116 in Glasgow, and 110 in Dundee, to 61 in Leith, 67 in Coat- 
bridge, and 69 in Kirkealdy. In Edinburgh it was 79, and in Aberdeen 99. 


In burghs with populations of 10,000 to 30,000 this rate ranged 
from 143 in Borrowstounness, 118 in Buckhaven Methil and Innerleven, 
and 115 in Inverness, to 0 in Galashiels, 24 in Grangemouth, and 36 in 
Alloa. 


In county districts with populations of over 10,000 this rate ranged 
from 140 in Turriff District of Aberdeen, 115 in Keith District of Banff, 
and 113 in Thornhill District of Dumfries, to 0 in Rhins District of 
Wigtown, 12 in the County District of Caithness, and 14 in the Annan 
District of Dumfries. 


The infantile mortality rate in England and Wales was 79, being 
7 below that for Scotland. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Of the 13,727 deaths registered during the quarter, 1355, or 9°9 per 
cent., were ascribed to one or other of the principal epidemic diseases. 
They included 15 from enteric fever, 279 from measles, 45 from scarlet 
fever, 422 from whooping-cough, 94 from diphtheria and croup, and 500 
from the diarrhceas of childhood. Collectively those deaths are 899 fewer 
than in the previous quarter, but 16 more than in the third quarter of 
1916. Compared with the numbers for the previous quarter, deaths 
from the diarrhceas of childhood are 311 more, but those from scarlet fever 
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are 9 fewer, from enteric fever 10 fewer, from diphtheria and croup 38 
fewer, from whooping-cough 554 fewer, and from measles 599 fewer. 


The death-rate for the quarter from the principal epidemic diseases 
mentioned above was 1:1 per thousand, being 0°8 below that for the 
previous quarter, but the same as that for the third quarter of 1916. 
The death-rate for the quarter from enteric fever was 1 per 100,000; 
from measles, 23; fronr scarlet fever, 4; from whooping-cough, 34; from 
diphtheria and croup, 8; and from the diarrhceas of childhood, 41. 


In the counties, burghs included, the death-rate from these causes 
ranged from 2°0 in Linlithgow, and 1°6 in Lanark and in Dumbarton, to 
0 in Peebles and in Wigtown, and 0°1 in Caithness. 


In the larger burghs taken individually this rate ranged from 30 
in Motherwell, and 2:0 in Aberdeen and in Kilmarnock, to 0°5 in Dundee, 
and 0°6 in Edinburgh. This death-rate in Glasgow was 1'6. 


In burghs with populations of from 10,000 to 30,000 this rate ranged 
from 3°l in Barrhead, 2°7 in Wishaw, and 2°1 in Borrowstounness, to 0 in 
Forfar, Galashiels and Grangemouth. 


In county districts with populations of over 10,000 this rate ranged 
from 3:0 in Bathgate District of Linlithgow, and 2'1 in the Eastern District 
of Dumbarton, to 0 in twelve districts. 


Deaths attributed to epidemic diseases other than the above included 
3 from malaria, 14 from erysipelas, and 30 from cerebro-spinal meningitis. 


Deaths attributed to all forms of tuberculosis numbered 1600, and con- 
stituted 11°7 per cent. of the total deaths. They are 603 fewer than in the 
previous quarter, and 69 fewer than in the third quarter of 1916. They 
are equal to a death-rate of 131 per 100,000, which is 51 below that for the 
previous quarter, and 7 below that for the third quarter of 1916. These 
deaths included 1048 from phthisis, 185 from tuberculous meningitis, 185 
from abdominal tuberculosis, and 182 from otherforms of tubercular disease. 
Compared with the numbers for the previous quarter, deaths from other 
forms of tuberculosis are 71 fewer, from tuberculous meningitis and from 
abdominal tuberculosis each 76 fewer, and from phthisis 380 fewer. The 
death-rate from phthisis for the quarter was 85 per 100,000, and those 
Saat tuberculous meningitis and from abdominal tuberculosis each 15 per 
100,000. 


Deaths from malignant disease numbered 1399, constituted 10:2 per cent. 
of the total deaths, and are equal to a rate of 114 per 100,000. They 
are 67 more than in the previous quarter, and 58 more than in the third 
quarter of 1916. 


Deaths from apoplexy numbered 1033, being 152 fewer than in the 
previous quarter. Deaths from heart disease numbered 1542, being 410 
fewer than in the previous quarter. 


Deaths from pneumonia numbered 692, constituted 5°0 per cent. of 
the total deaths, and are equal to a rate of 56 per 100,000. They are 
669 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 23 fewer than in the third 
quarter of 1916. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 531, constituted 3:9 
per cent. of the total deaths, and are equal to a rate of 43 per 100,000. 
They are 525 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 31 fewer than in 
the third quarter of 1916. 
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Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 
99. They are 40 fewer than in the previous quarter, and the same number 
fewer than in the third quarter of 1916. Births during the quarter | 
numbered 23,088, and these deaths are equal to a death-rate of 4:3 per 
1000 registered births. This rate is 1-0 below that for the previous quarter, 
and 0°8 below that for the third quarter of 1916. 


Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 668, constituted 4:9 per 
cent. of the total, and are equal to a rate of 54 per 100,000. They are 
4Q fewer than in the previous quarter, and 180 fewer than in the third 
quarter of 1916. Of these deaths 56 were attributed to suicide, 3 to 
homicide, 24 to war injuries, and 585 to accident. 


Deaths of which the cause was ill-defined numbered 232, while 
in 81 cases the cause was unspecified or merely specified as “ natural 
causes.” The former included 153 from heart failure, 43 from syncope, 8 
from dropsy, 4 from teething, 2 from sudden death, not otherwise defined, 
and 22 others.

PRELIMINARY STATEMENT precarpDIne THE VITAL STATISTICS OF 
7 SCOTLAND tn tHe YEAR 1917. 





THIs report deals more especially with the statistics for the fourth 
quarter of the year 1917, but as a complete summary of the more 
important facts for the entire year is now available, a short preliminary 
statement regarding them is given. A full report on the vital statistics 
of Scotiand for the year wiil be published some months hence in the 
Annual Report. The figures here given are an amended summary of 
those published in the Quarterly Returns, and are only provisional. They 
will be superseded by those appearing in the Annual Report, but may be 
accepted as substantially correct. 

During the year 1916 the births of 97,482 living children were 
registered in Scotland. This number is 12,460 les3 than that of the 
previous year, 20,791 less than the mean of those ef the preceding five 
years, 25,132 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years, and is 
the smallest number registered in Scotland in any year since 1855. The 
registered births of this year number 36,043, or 27 per cent. less than 
those of the year 1903, in which year the registered births attained a 
maximum. : 

Marriages registered during the year numbered 30,486. This number 
is 997 less than in the previous year, 3299 less than the mean of those of 
the preceding five years, and 2182 less than the mean of those of the pre- 
ceding ten years. 

Deaths registered numbered 69,481. This is the smallest number 
registered in Scotland in any year since 1868. It is 1159 less than 
registered in the previous year, 4766 less than the mean of the numbers 
registered in the preceding five years, and 5019 less than the mean of 
those reyi tered in the preceding ten years. A maximum number of deaths 
was registered in Scotland in 1891, and compared with it that of this year 
is 14,092, or 17 per cent., less. : 

The natural increase of the year, the excess of births over deaths, 
amounted to 28,001. This number is 11,301 less than that of the previous 
year, 16,024 less than the mean of those of the preceding five years, and 
20,113 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. This 
+s the smallest natural increase which has occurred in Scotland in any 
year since the introduction of compulsory registration, and that 1s since 
1855. 

The birth-rate of the year was 20°i per thousand of the estimated 
population. This rate 1s 9: less than that of the previous year, 4°7 less 
than the mean of those of the five preceding years, and 5:8 less than the 
mean of those of the ten preceding years. It is the lowest Scottish 
annual birth-rate yet recorded. It is 15:0, or 44 per cent., less than that 
of 1876, wh ch is the highest Scottish birth-rate recorded. 

The marriage-rate of the year was 6:3 per thousand. It is 0°2 less 
than that of the previous year, 0°38 less than the méan of those of the 
preceding five years, and 06 less than the mean of those of the preceding 
ten years. In 1913, the year before the present war, the Scottish marrlage- 
rate was 7'1, in 1914 it rose to 74, and in 1915 to 7°6, but since then it 
has been falling; it fell to 6-5 in 1916, and, as already stated, to 6°3 


in 1917. 
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The death-rate of ‘the year was 14:3 per thousand. This is the 
lowest Scottish annual death-rate yet recorded. It is 0°3 less than that 
of the previous year, 1°3 less than the mean of those of the preceding 
five years, and 1'4 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 10,472, and as 
the registered births numbered 97,482 these deaths equal an infantile 
mortality rate of 107 per thousand births. This rate is 10 more than 
that of the previous year, but 3 less than the mean of those of the five 
preceding years, and 4 less than that of the preceding ten years. 

The death-rate from the principal epidemic diseases was 1°35 per 
thousand, which is 0°2 more than in the previous year. That from all 
forms of tuberculous disease was 1°6, and from phthisis 1:0, the former 
being the same as in the previous year, but the latter being 0:1 less. 

Causes of death found to have been less frequent in this than in the 
previous year include enteric fever, scarlet fever, diarrhceas of childhood, 
congenital debility, and violence, and those found to have been more 
frequent include measles, whooping-cough, cancer, bronchitis and 
pneumonia. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the birth-rate of the year was 
20°0, and the death-rate 14°8. In the smaller burghs these rates were 
19°3 and 14:4, and in the county districts they were 20°7 and 13:2. 
Compared with the rate of the previous year, the birth-rate of the larger 
burghs is 3:2 less, that of the smaller burghs is 2-4 less, and that of the 
county districts is 2:1 less. The death-rate of the larger burghs is 0:1 less 
than in the previous year, that of the smaller burghs is 0°6 less, and that 
of the county districts is 0°5 less. 

In the larger burghs taken individually the birth-rate of the year 
ranged from 26°9 in Greenock and in Coatbridge, 26:2 in Motherwell, and 
25°6 in Hamilton and in Clydebank, to 13°9 in Perth, 14:8 in Edinburgh, 
15°6 in Dundee, and 16°5 in Kirkcaldy. In these burghs the annual 
death-rate ranged from 16:0 in Coatbridge, 15-4 in Leith, and 15:1 in 
Glasgow and in Greenock, to 11'4 in Clydebank, 13:4 in Falkirk, and 
13°6 in Motherwell. In Edinburgh the death-rate was 14:9; in Dundee, 
14°7 ;, and in Aberdeen, 14:5. 

In the larger burghs the epidemic diseases death-rate varied from 2:1 
per thousand in Coatbridge, 2:0 in Motherwell, and 1:9 in Glasgow and in 
Hamilton, to 0°8 in Perth, 0:9 in Ayr, and 1:0 in Kirkealdy. -In them the. 
phthisis death-rate ranged from 1°5 per thousand in Falkirk, and 1:3 in 
Glasgow, in Leith, in Greenock and in Coatbridge, to 0°7 in Kirkcaldy and 
in Ayr, and 0°9 in Motherwell, in Hamilton, in Clydebank and in 
Kilmarnock 

In Edinburgh and in Perth the registered deaths of the year out- 
numbered the registered births, in the other larger burghs the reverse was 
the case. ;

BIRTHS. 


The births of 22,797 living children were registered in Scotland dur- 
ing the fourth quarter of the year 1917. These births are 316 fewer than 
those of the previous quarter, and 2712 fewer than those of the fourth 
quarter of the previous year. Putting aside the figure of the first quarter 
of 1855, 2. the first quarter in which births were registered, and of which 
the numbers are of necessity incomplete, this is the smallest number of 
births registered in Scotland in any single quarter.

of registered births attained a maximum in the second quarter of the year 
1903; it was 36,377, and compared with that figure the number of the 
present quarter is 13,580, or 37 per cent., less. 

The birth-rate of the quarter was 18°6 per thousand. It is 0°2 less than 
that of the previous quarter, 2°4 less than that of the fourth quarter of the 
previous year, and 5°8 less than the mean of the birth-rates of the fourth 
quarters of the preceding ten years. It is the lowest Scottish quarterly 
birth-rate yet recorded, the previous lowest being that of the previous 
quarter. 

Of the 22,797 children whose births were registered, 11,749 were male, 
and 11,048 female. The ratio of male to female children was thus 1063 
to 100. In the previous quarter this ratio was 104:2 to 100.

MARRIAGES. 


Marriages registered in Scotland during the quarter numbered 8065. 
They are 241 more than registered in the previous quarter, and 591 more 
than registered in the fourth quarter of the previous year. 

The quarterly marriage-rate was 6°6 per thousand, and is 0:2 more than 
that of the third quarter, and 0°4 more than that of the fourth quarter of 
the previous year. It is however 0:1 less than the mean of the marriage- 
rates of the fourth quarters of the preceding ten years. 

In the counties, burghs included, this rate varied from 9°0 in Nairn, 
8-7 in Dumfries, 8:4 in Elgin, and 8:2 in Midlothian, to 3:4 in Argyll, and 
3'5 in Bute and in Sutherland. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the quarterly marriage-rate was 
78; in the smaller burghs, 6-9; and in the county districts, 4:4. Com- 
pared with the rate of the fourth quarter of the previous year that of the 
larger burghs is 0°3 more, of the smaller burghs 0°7 more, and that of the 
county districts 0°4 more. 

In burghs with populations of more than 30,000 this rate ranged from 
9°6 in Edinburgh, 9:1 in Aberdeen, 8:1 in Glasgow, and 7-9 in Greenock,, to 
4-1 in Clydebank, 4°7 in Motherwell, and 5:4 in Coatbridge. 

In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 this rate 
ranged from 12°6 in Dumfries, 108 in Inverness, and 9:1 in Hawick, to 2:5 
in Borrowstounness, 3'4 in Grangemouth, and 3:7 in Buckhaven Methil and 
Innerleven. 

Marriages registered in October numbered 2477; in November 2117 ; 
and in December 3471. The October marriage-rate was 6:0, the November 
rate 5°3, and the December rate 8:4. 


DEATHS. 


Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 15,348. They are 1619 
more than in the previous quarter, but 2487 fewer than in the fourth 
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quarter of the previous year. These deaths are fewer than those of the 
fourth quarters of all years since 1861. | 

The death-rate of the quarter was 12°5. Itis 1:3 more than that of 
the previous quarter, but is 2°2 less than that of the fourth quarter of the 
previous year, and is the lowest fourth quarter death-rate yet recorded in 
these reports, and that is since 1855. In only two quarters have lower 
Scottish death-rates been recorded, both being third quarters, the one being 
that of 1917, and the other that of 1916. 

In the Divisions of the Counties the quarterly death-rate ranged from 
13°5 in the Northern, and 13°2 in the North-Western, to 11°7 in the South- 
Kastern, and 12:0 in the Southern. In the remaining four divisions it 
ranged from 12°3 to 12°7. 

In the counties, burghs included, the death-rate ranged from 15:2 in 
Clackmannan, 15'1 in Sutherland, 15:0 in Argyll, and 14°8 in Bute, to 10-1 
in Selkirk, 10°2 in Berwick, 10°3 in Kirkeudbright, 10°7 in Haddington, 
and 10°9 in Peebles. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 12°7; in the 
smaller burghs, 12°7; and in the county districts, 11:6. Compared with 
the rates of the fourth quarter of the previous year that of the larger 
burghs is 2°4 less, that of the smaller burghs 2°3 less, and that of the 
county districts 1°9 less. 

In the larger burghs, those with populations of over 30,000, the 
quarterly death-rate varied from 19-0 in Coatbridge, 14°6 in Greenock, 13°3 
in Kirkcaldy, and 13-7 in Aberdeen, to 11:2 in Leith, 11°6 in Ayr, and 11:7 
in Clydebank and in Paisley. In Glasgow it was 12:6, and in Edinburgh, 
22°5; 

In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 this rate 
varied from 17°5 in Montrose, 17:2 in Port-Glasgow, 16:1 in Arbroath, and 
15-4 in Kirkintilloch, to 8°7 in Buckhaven Methil and Innerleven, 9°5 in 
Cowdenbeath, and 9:9 in Barrhead and in Rutherglen. 

In the county districts with populations of more than 10,000 this rate 
ranged from 182 in Easter Ross District of Ross and Cromarty, 161 in 
Skye District of Inverness, 15°6 in the County District of Clackmannan, | 
and 15:3 in Mid-Ross District of Ross and Cromarty, to 7°5 in St. Andrews 
District of Fife, 7-6 in Lasswade District of Midlothian and in Central 
District of Perth, and 7:9 in Eastern District of Dumbarton. 

Deaths registered in October numbered 4862; in November 4902; and 
in December 5584. The monthly death-rate was 11:8 in October, 123 im 
November, and. 13:5 in December. The October death-rate was 1°3, the 
November rate 1°7, and the December rate 3:5 less than in the previous 
year. 


AGES OF THOSE DYING. 


Of the 15,348 persons whose deaths were registered during the 
quarter, 3752, or 244 per cent., were less than five years old; 6622, or 
43:1 per cent., were more than five but less than sixty-five ; and 4949, 
or 32:3 per cent., were more than sixty-five. In 25 instances the 
age at death was not recorded. Compared with the number in the 
previous quarter that of children of under five is 451 more; of persons of 
more than five but less than sixty-five, 390 more; and of persons of more 
than sixty-five, 758 more; but compared with the number in the fourth 
quarter of the previous year that of children of under five is 417 less; of 
persons of over five but under sixty-five, 962 less; and of persons of over 

ixty-five, 1129 less. , i | 
Path of children of less than one year old numbered 2375. They are 
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389 more than in the previous quarter, but are 409 fewer than in the 
fourth quarter of the previous year. They are equal to an infantile 
mortality rate of 104 per thousand registered births. This rate is 18 more 
than that of the previous quarter, but is 5 less than that of the fourth 
quarter of the previous year. 

In the Divisions of the Counties this rate varied from 115 in the 
South-Western, 106 in the South-Eastern, and 100 in the North-Eastern 
and in the West-Midland, to 59 in the Southern and in the North-Western, 
63 in the Northern, and 92 in the East-Midland. 

In the counties, burghs included, this rate varied from 132 in 
Kincardine, 120 in Lanark, 117 in Midlothian, and 115 in Forfar, to 0 in 
Kinross, 20 in Berwick, 30 in Kirkcudbright, and 45 in Bute. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the infantile mortality rate was 
123; in the smaller burghs, 95; and in the county districts, 82. Compared 
with the rate of the fourth quarter of the previous year, that of the larger 
burghs is 3 less, that of the smaller burghs is 5 less, and that of the 
county districts is 7 less. 

In the burghs with populations of more than 30,000 this rate ranged 
from 149 in Coatbridge, 142 in Ayr, and 140 in Edinburgh, to 80 in 
Kirkealdy, 98 in Leith, and 101 in Falkirk and in Greenock. In Glasgow 
this rate was 121; in Aberdeen, 137 ; and in Dundee, 131. 

In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 the 
quarterly infantile mortality rate varied from 196 in Wishaw, 162 in 
Johnstone, 150 in Peterhead, and 143 in Arbroath, to 41 in Renfrew, 54 
in Galashiels, 58 in Fraserburgh, and 61 in Alloa. 

In county districts with populations of over 10,000 this rate varied 
from 158 in County District of Clackmannan, 130 in Ayr District of Ayr, 
116 in Keith District of Banff, and 115 in Upper Ward District of Lanark 
and in Eastern District of Stirling, to 0 in Carrick District of Ayr, in 
Mid-Ross District of Ross and Cromarty and in Western District of Stirling. 

The infantile mortality rate of the quarter in England and Wales was 
93, which is 12 less than the Scottish rate. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Of the 15,348 deaths registered during the quarter, 1080 were ascribed 
to the principal epidemic diseases, and included 21 from enteric fever, 259 
from measles, 63 from scarlet fever, 254 from whooping-cough, 203 from 
diphtheria, and 280 from the diarrhceas of childhood. Collectively these 
deaths are 275 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 70 fewer than in 


the fourth quarter of the previous year. Compared with the number in — 


the previous quarter, deaths from the diarrhceas of childhood are 220 fewer, 
from whooping-cough 168 fewer, and from measles 20 fewer, but those 
from enteric fever are 6 more, from scarlet fever 18 more, and from 
diphtheria 109 more. 

The quarterly death-rate from the principal epidemic diseases was 0°9 
per thousand. It is 0:2 less than that of the previous quarter, but is of 
the same amount as that of the fourth quarter of the previous year. The 
quarterly death-rate from enteric fever was 2 per 100,000; from measles, 
21; from scarlet fever, 5 ; from whooping-cough, 21; from diphtheria, 17 ; 
and from the diarrhceas of childhood, 23. 

In the counties, burghs included, the death-rate from these causes 
varied from 1°4 in Stirling, 1:3 in Dumbarton and in Linlithgow, and .1‘2 
EB oa and in Lanark, to 0 in Nairn, Kinross, Orkney and 

eebles. 
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In the larger burghs taken individually this rate varied from 5:3 
in Coatbridge, where measles was epidemic, 2:0 in Falkirk, and 1°7 in 
Greenock, to 0-4 in Perth, and 0-6 in Leith and in Paisley, In Glasgow 
this rate was 1:0, in Edinburgh 0°8, in Dundee 0°8, and in Aberdeen 1:2. 

In’ burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 this rate 
varied from 3°5 in Borrowstounness, 3:0 in Johnstone, and 2°9 in Kirkin- 
tilloch, to 0 in Barrhead, Forfar, Hawick, Inverness and Montrose. 

In county districts with populations of more than 10,000 the principal 
infectious diseases death-rate ranged from 3:1 in Dunfermline District of 
Fife, 2.5 in County District of Clackmannan, and 1°8 in Keith district of 
Banff, to 0 in eight of them. 

Deaths attributed to epidemic diseases other than the above named 
included 3 from malaria, 39 from erysipelas, and 26 from cerebro-spinal 
meningitis. 

Deaths attributed to all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 1527, and 
constituted 9°95 per cent. of the total. They are 73 fewer than in the 
previous quarter, and 164 fewer than in the fourth quarter of the previous 
year. They are equal to an annual death-rate of 125 per 100,000, which rate 
is 6 less than in the previous quarter, and 15 less than in the fourth quarter 
of the previous year. These deaths include 1038 from phthisis, 157 from 
tuberculous meningitis, 130 from abdominal tuberculosis, and 202 from 
other forms of tuberculous disease. Compared with the number in the 
previous quarter, deaths from phthisis are 10 fewer, from tuberculous 
meningitis 28 fewer, and from abdominal tuberculosis 55 fewer; but those 
from other forms of tuberculous disease are 20 more. The quarterly 
death-rate from phthisis was 85 per 100,000, from tuberculous meningitis 
13, and from abdominal tuberculosis 11. 

Deaths from malignant disease numbered 1386, constituted 9°03 per cent. 
of the total deaths of the quarter, and are equal to an annual death-rate 
of 113 per 100,000. They number 13 less than in the previous quarter, 
and 46 less than in the fourth quarter of the previous year. _ 

Deaths from apoplexy numbered 1079, and from heart disease 1535, 
the former being 46, and the latter 193 more than in the previous quarter. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 1115, constituted 7°26 per cent. of 
the total, and equalled a death-rate of 91 per 100,000. These deaths are 
423 more than in the previous quarter, but are 409 fewer than in the fourth 
quarter of the previous year. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 967, con- 
stituted 6°30 per cent. of the total, and equailed a death-rate of 79 per 
100,000. Deaths from bronchitis are 436 more than in the previous 
quarter, but 401 fewer than in the fourth quarter of the previous year. 

Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 
146. They are 47 more than in the previous quarter, and 9 more than in on 
fourth quarter of the previous year. Births during the quarter Panag fe : 
22.797, and these deaths equal a death-rate of 64 per 1000 births. ut 
rate is 2°1 more than that of the previous quarter, and 1:0 more than that 
: ter of the previous year.
